Charles Meryon—born iu 1821—was

He 
touched at Athens; touched at tbe tbea 
savage coasts of New Zealand; made 
sketches, a few ot which, in days when 
bis greater work was most of it done, bo 
osed us material for some of bis etch- 
ings. Ait even tbea' occupied him, and 
deeply interested as be soon got to be in 
it he seems to have had a notion that it. 
was less dignified than tbe profession ot 
the nuvy, and after awhile be chose de- 
liberately Abe less dignified—because it 
was tbe less-diguifled.

He wished bis 
father to believe so. And in 1845, hav- 
ing served creditably and become a 
lieutenant, he resigned bis commission. 


A painter be conld not be. Tbe gods,
